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There are four levels of Training for the young 
people, the basis of the levels being the age groups. 


Level-I. Age3to5 years (Bunnies) 
Level-II_ Age5to10 years, Cubs (Boys), Bulbuls (Girls) 
Level-III_ Age10to17 years, Scouts (Boys), Guides (Girls) 


Level-IV Age15 to 25 years, Rovers (Boys), Rangers (Girls) 


At each level, the training is imparted through a programme of 
activities suited to the respective age group, with relevance to the 
needs, ambitions, aspirations and aptitudes of the Young People. 


The programme is progressive in developing knowledge, skills 
and attitudes which in turn can be applied productively by the 
boy/girl efficiently and effectively in their life situation and in the 
community where he/she is living. 


Scouting began in England on 1st August 1907. In 1909, a Boy 
Scout Troop was seen for the first time in India at Bengaluru in Bishop 
Cotton Boy's High School. Scouting started in the State of Mysuru 
under the Royal patronage in 1917 as THE BOY SCOUTS OF 
MYSORE & THE GIRL GUIDES OF MYSORE was started during 1927.

HOW TO START A ROVER CREW & 


RANGER TEAM IN YOUR COLLEGE 


1. Select a lecturer, between 25 to 40 years, only a Gentieman Lecturer 
for the Rover Crew and only a Lady Lecturer for the Ranger Team. 

2. He/She should undergo a residential Training Course for 7 days as 

‘early as possible. Please Contact State Headquarters for date and 
place of Training Course. 

3. Aminimum number is 8 Rovers / Rangers and the maximum is 24 in 
a Rover Crew / Ranger Team. 

4. The Unit (Crew / Team) should be registered with the State 
Headquarters of the Bharat Scouts and Guides, Karnataka, 
Bengaluru through the concerned District Association.
